Stroud was born in. Seattle in 
189 0 and. in 1909. at the age of 
19, was setting himself up in the 
business of mackerel or p ander in 
Juneau, Alaska, startin g with a

home 
from an engagem ent with a bar­ 
tender and rep orted th a t he had 
p aid her only $2. Stroud went to

He was never allowed out of his 
cell with other p risoners.

as Basil Banghart and 
Machine
